Vali, Khalil Pasha, with all his moderation, 
integrity, and” general enlightenment, did not 
soon: dissipate the restlessness that continued 
in Beyrout after the fanatical outbreak, and it 
took some time before a normal course of things 
was ré-eatablished and a reasonable understand-. 
ing betwoen Christians and Moslems was 
attained. But Beyrout seems.to be doomed to 
continual unrest, We had scarcely begun to 
taste the quit délights of security when the 
Hamiadé incident came to trouble our peace. 

At one time it seemed to be the foreboding 
of a reign of -terror, for the arrest of Hamadé 
Bey was followed by the ransacking of thé 
Moslem Onsi library, anda few Moslem and 
Christian houses’ suspected of containing 
revolutionary documents. This attempt on per- 
sonal libérty, which even in Turkey is now 
considered a sacred right, has been deeply 
resented by all thinking Moslems. ''he recent 
sweeping movement of racial independence on 
the partof the Arabsin Yemen, with all its 
glamour of ancient Moslem glories, was calcula- 
ted naturally to evoke strong though silent 
sympathies in the hearts of their Moslem 
kinsmen’ on this side,Phe educated are begin- 
Jning to realise the unfitness of the ''ark to 
rule them, and chafe’ against his haughty 
demeanour towards: them, while they resent 
his exdlusive monopoly, of Government offices, 
‘As for the poor and illiterate, they cannot but 
feel a stifled -hatred of those. who so/ mer- 
cilessly oppress and bleed them. But the lack of 
unity and homogeneity of race have always, 
barred the possibility of any organised. move- 
ment for freedom, while the ‘adoption by the 
diplomatic Tark of the faith of the conquered, 
if only’ in form, has always acted as a atrong 
magnet that drew Islam to the Sultanate, de- 
spite -the repellent forces of despotism and 
oppression.

This laudable manifestation of & sense of 
duty was so distorted and misinterpreted 
by the salaried spies and calumniators of the 
capital that it ended by eliciting an impe- 
rial, iradé of arrest. The officials charged 
with the communication of the ordér of arrest 
were frionds of Hamadé Bey, and as the 
latter landed and greeted them with unsus-

CATTLE PLAGUE 


During the week ending the 15th inst., 33 
deaths from cattle plague were notified in 
Egypt. Of these cases one ocourred at Cairo, 
one at ‘Port Said, one at Facous,.6 at Hehia, 
14 at Chibin-el-Kom, one at Ghizsh, and 10 at. 
Beni-Souef, The number of deaths during the 
corresponding period last year was 874. The 
total riamber of-deaths since the commence- 
ment of the epidemic amounts to “147,354, 
distributed as follows :—Gonvernorats, 893 ; 
Lower Egypt, 54,214, Upper Egypt 92,247. 


BUBONIC PLAGUE. 


The weekly bulletin published by the Sa- 
nitary Administration concerning bubonic 
plague reports the: notification of 12 cases of 
bubonic plague during the week ending Sator- 
day last. Of these cases, 7 occurred at Alex- 
andris, one at Kafr Zayat, 2 at Achmoun, and 
2 at Damanhoor. Nine deaths were reported, 
namely,4 at Alexandria, one at Port Said, 2 at

GREAT IRRIGATION SCHEME 
SU} WILLIAM WILLCOCKS'S PLAN, 


— 


‘The irrigation of Mesopotamia, by which it 
ix hoped to restore the prosperity of the ancient 
granary of the world, is now being seriously 
discussed in London and Constantinople. Sir 
William Willcocks, the late Director General 
ol Reservoirs in Egypt, who is now in London, 
has brought the gigantic scheme within the 
sphere of practical politics. 

Sir William Willcocks has made exhaustive 

i) jniries in the land of the Twin Rivers, has 
collected most of the necessary data, and bas 
divided op the country between Tekrit and 
the head of the Persian Gulf into some fifteen 
sections, which can be dealt with one after 
nother, or simultaneously, according to the 
amount of capital available. The whole area 
includes over 40,000 square miles of alluvial 
soil, every syuare yard of which is capable of 
being irrigated and cultivated. The general 
scheme includes the improvement of the Tigris 
and the Euphrates as means of transportation, 
and the.iitilisation of canals for the same par- 
ORE. 
At the present moment only an inconsider- 
vble portion of this rich Delta is under cultiva- 
tion, and the means of transportation are alto- 
gether inadequate. To carry out the scheme, 
proposed by Sir William Willcocks, all that is 
reyuired is capital and the permiasion of the 
‘larkish Government. ‘I'he supply of capital 
is, of course, dependent upon the granting of 
the concession. 

We understand that the British Govern- 
wen’ is well disposed towards the scheme 
and will support it at Coustantinople, though 
at preseut the matter bas not passed the 
preliminary stages. Unfortunately, although 
Sir William Willcocks bimself refuses to take 
a political view of the case, it is impossible to 
separate the scheme altogether from interna- 
tional politics. ‘I'he Delta of the 'I'win Rivers is 
part of the country to be traversed by the 
Baghdad Railway ; it is, therefore, 8 portion of 
the territory which Germany is gradually 
coming to regard ag ber sphere of intluence. No 
argument is necessary to show that the financial 
prospects of the railway would be vastly improv 
ed by the irrigation scheme ; conseyuently 
the co-operation of the German (overn- 
ment should be secured without great ditli- 
culty. Withuut chat co-operation it is almost 
impossible to get the goodwill of the 
Sultan. A good deal of attention has been 
paid already to the scheme in the German 
Press, and suggestions have been put, forward 
that German co-operation might be secured if 
Great Britain were to reconsider her uncom- 
promising attitude with regard to the Baghdad 
Railway. The most satisfactory solution would 
unquestionably be that England shoald join in 
the Baghdad Railway, and should cortrol the 
section betwen Basra and Baghdad. If an 
agree. on the railway question could be 
arrived 3™\sermany would have every interest 
in backing the irrigation scheme, 

In the meantime, ag Sir William Willcocks 
informed a “Standard” representative, the 
‘Turkish authorities are exceedingly well dis- 
posed towards the scheme. It is the first time 
that the Turkish Government has been asked 
to grant a foreign concession for irrigation 
works—a concession, that is to say, which, 
besides paying dividends to the cuncessionnaires, 
will en rmously increase the prosperity of the 
country, and will enhance the revenues of 
Mesopotamia beyond recognition. A railway 
concession, though its civilising intluence may 
be great, has nut one-tenth part of the effect 
on the country and the population that is ob- 
tained! through irrigation on a grand scale in 
A region y is made for irrigation. More- 
over, rai. ys’in ‘Turkey have been a continual 
drain upon the national exchequer, through 
the burdensome system of kilometric guaran- 
tees. ‘I'he irrigation scheme, so far from being a 
burden upon the revenues, will increase them 
tenfold. 

When asked by the pressman to explain the 
irrigation scheme in a general way, Sir William 
Willcocks replied :— 

“Babylonia, or Lower Mesopotsmia, was a 
heavily cultivated and densely populated coun 
try fur many thousands of years. Its prosperity 
depended on numerous canals led from the 
Evpbratesand the ‘Tigris, between Baghdad 
and Basra, past Selucia, Utesiphon, Cunaxa, 
Babylon, and scores of other well-known placer. 
‘The total area of the delta is some 14,000,000 
acres, of which 6,00U,0U0 acres must have been 
cultivated (practically the same area as Egypt). 
We have a detailed description of the country 
and ita canals in 9 book written by an Arab, 
Ibn Serapion, in A.D. 900, and translated by 
Mr. Guy le Strange. ‘I'he translation is to be 
found in the Journal of the Royal Asiatic So- 
ciety for 1395. Between A.D. 1200 and 1300 
the country was overran by Moagols, and 
again about 1400 by Tartars, and utterly rain- 
ed. while, to complete the catastrophe, the 
‘l'igris changed its course north and south of 
Bayhdad, and threw the country into complete 
confusion, | propose to bring back a state of 
allairs which will make this delta as rich as 
Kyypt and one of the great cotton producers of 
the world.’ 

“What objection have the Germans to the 
resurrection of tais country, which would make 
the Baghdad railway a financial anccess ? 

“The reasons are political, and,as an irrigation 
engineer, interested in reclaiming the country, | 
have nothing to do with politics. | have work- 
ed abroad all my life, and just as while I ate 
Indian salt | considered myself an Indian, and 
while I ate Egyptian salt | considered myself 
an Egyptian, so, if I were to eat Turkish salt, 
1 shoald consider myselta Turk. Whether 

England finds the money, or, Germany, or 


of Turkey.” 

“But politics must enter into a qnestion of 
this kind ! 

“Yes, unfortunately, it must, but politicians 
and meteorologis:s agree on this point —that 
thore who know least are the most confident 
in predictions. Irrigation is an exact science, 
and those who know most are justified in 
boing most confident.” 

“Are you persvnally confident in the snecess 
of the enterprise ' 

“I have some authority fur my opinion, 
have been directly engaged in irrigation 
agriculture for over thirty years in ludia aud 
Egypt, cne on either side of Mesopotamia, and 
almost in the same latitude. [ consider that 
Mesopotamia will be the Johannesburg of 
irrigation. ‘he agricultural wealth of that 
country will be one of the facts of the twen 
tieth century. At a moderate calculation, there 
are £250,000,000 of money in that land. And 
agricultural wealth differs froma gold mine in 
being inexhaustible. Some seveuty years ago 
Mehemet Ali, the founder of modern Egypt, 
offered to exchange the Pashalio of Cairo for 
that of Baghdad. If his offer had teen accepted, 
his Highness the Khedive would have rnled to- 
day a country richer than Kyypt. In seventy 
years the population of Egypt has increased 
from 2,500,000 to over 10,000,000. ‘lhe day 
the politicians alluw the reclamation works to 
be carried out there will be an outlet for agri- 
cultaral irrigation, and pumping machinery 
which will find work formany a factory hand 
in Europe and cotton for many a loom,’

EXCAVATIONS AT DEIR EL BAHARI 


ee 


For two years excavations have been in 
progress at Deir El Bahari, which have resulted 
in the clearing of two-thirds of the Eleventh 
Dynasty temple. A large .umber of interesting 
relics have been unearthed, but not yet has it 
been found possible to discover the tomb itself 
of King Neb-hapet Ra Mentohetep (II11.), 
whose funeral temple this was. It is hoped 
that next season's researches may bring about 
this discovery. Meanwhile, with the aid of the 
Egypt Exploration lund, good progress has 
been made with the work, as is evidenced by 
the exhibition of autiquities found by Dr. 
Edouard Nayille and Mr. R. H. Hall. The 
objects in question are on view during the 
present month in the library of the Society of 
Archwology, 37, Great lussell-street, and 
should certainly be seen by all Egyptologists. 
The eleventh Dynasty may be fixed roughly 
at about 2500 B.U., and the excavations lately 
made show that the temple—which lies to the 
south of the great one built by Queen Hat 
shepsu, within the cliff circus of Deir-el-Babari 
—had for its chief feature « square erection of 
heavy stones, faced with fine limestone, which 
appeara to have formed the base of a small 
pyramid, similar to those depicted in the 
vignettes of the Book of the Dead. Surrounding 
the pyramid was an ambulatory, or colounade, 
of octagonal columns, the outer wall of which 
was decorated with reliefs, not a few fragments 
of which are now exhibited, The lower colon 
nades were also adorned with reliefs typical 
of the lately discovered art of the Eleventh 
Dynasty, and some of which depict the 
king’s exploits in war and at the chase. ‘I'here 
is strong presumption that these reliefs were 
the work of one Mertisen, who was the chief 
artist of ‘Nebhapet-Ra’s reign, and who is 
believed to have been the pioneer in the renas- 
cence of Egyptian art at the epoch of the 
Eleventh Dynasty,while other fragments shown 
sre attributed to his son. Among the most 
remarkable of the reliefs brought to England 
may be noted fragments from the shrines of the 
Ppriestesses—two of sceues representing King 
Mentahetep and his wife being particularly 
interesting, by reason principally of the exquis- 
itely-carved hierog!yphics and the astonishing 
preservation of the colour,

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FAT VERSUS LEAN MEN

Ten of the leading insurance companies of 
Chicago taking life risks have agreed to revise 
their mortality tables “in favour of big, active, 
muscular men, as against fat and spare men.” 
The change in premiom rates based on this dis- 
Crimjnation ia not confined to Chicago, but is 
really a national movement, inapired by the 
medical examiners of life insurance companies. 
According to the old mortality averages, lean 
men were preferred by the majority of the com- 
panies, but two decades of collecting statistics, 
on the general average of life, have induced the 
examiners to favor heavy, active men, and 
leave lean men in a state of doubt. The figures 
now available undoubtedly show that lean men 
are nervous, worry too much, and get to

AMERICAN COTTON SCANDAL.

STATE OFFICIAL DISMISSED. 
New York, July 9. 

Public contidence in the Agricultural De- 
partment at Wasbington bas been rudely 
shaken by Secretary Wilson’s report touching 
the cotton statistica, which reveals an amazing 
scandal in official life. ‘This report, which was 
published on Saturday, shows that there have 


} been leakages in the Government forecast of 


the crop prospects, which enabled some people 
who paid for the information to get rich 
quickly without risk, aud also explains the 
distrust openly evinced by cotton men in the 


Agricnlurs! Departiuent’s figures. It will be 
recall)! that a surprising set of figures, in 
contradict on cf the former month's estimate 


concerning the cotton prospects, led to a panic 
on the Cotton Exchange here last Monday, 
followed by a somewhat similar state of 
aflairs in Liverpool on the following day. 

This naturally excited attacks upon the 
Agricultural Department, concerning whose 
work in the matter an inquiry was then pro- 
ceeding. The statement now presented shows 
conclusively that the Government cotton crop 
reports have been furnished to brokers in 
New York in advance of official publication. 
Itis found, indeed, that not only have the 


cotton reports leaked out, but the real figures 
were j gz'ed by venal employés with the 
express purpose of affecting the market. In 
this report Edwin Holmes, assistant statistician 
of the department, is made the calprit and 
dismissed. Information that Holmes “amassed 
considerable wealth since occupying a position 
of trust in the Agricultural Department” 
excitas no surprise. 

Mr. 'I'beodore Price, a cotton broker who 
made a big fortune out of the recent turns in 
the market, is vaguely named in the report as 
having been a beneficiary of “leaks,” but he 
indignantly denies any complicity, or being in 
apy manner connected with any conspiracy. 
Ho talkel yesterday cf bringing a suit for 
criminal libel against the Secretary of Agri 
culture, and was in consultaticn with his 
attorney on the subject 

Mr. Van Riper, a broker, who gave Secretary 
Wilson evidence npon which the report was 
based, intimated that his confidence has been 
betrayed, and he has called npon Mr. Wilson 
to give all the statements he made in the case, 
and uot merely a part. 

Washington, July 9. 

It is hseved here thet the cotton scandal 
is ouly teginning, and that farther investiga- 
tion will show the usefalness of the Agrical- 
tural Department to be a thing of the past. 
Not only ecotten, but other matters are at 
stake. ‘I'he mere dismissal of Edwin Holmes, 
withont an attempt at prosecution for conspi- 
racy, breeds great suspicion. It is openly 
statod that Holmes is let off lightly, to prevent 
his telling what he knows about other officials. 
Holmes's profits from his dealings with one 
broker alone are believed to be upwards of 
£15,000,
